Dramatically changed administrations 
procedures and policies, special counsel- 
ing and individually designed skills pro- 
grams for those who- need them ere some of 
the major features ef "Project Veteran" 
announced by James V. licGlynn, S.J., Uni- 
versity of Detroit's vice president for 
academic affairs. 

"The benefits of this program are also 
being extended to those servicemen who are 
recooperating in veteran's and military 
hospitals. we will offer these men spec- 
ial counseling on which GED and USAFI pro- 
grams will mesh into their curricula when 
they cone to’ the University full time, "ex- 
plained Father licGlynn. 

The University's chool of Law has al- 
so joined in the spirit of Project Veteran 
by announcing that it will waive the L.S. 
A.T. (Law 3chool admissions Test) for ser- 
vicemen who are stationed abroad and wish 
to enter the School of Law this coming 4u- 
gust. Such an acceptance for servicemen 
stationed abroad can often lead to an ear- 
lier release from duty in order to begin 
school in the fall.

Although the language spoken in Australia is basically identical, you will find 
many words are used differently. You will find thet you will have to listen closely 
to poople who are speaking to you, otherwise you may miss sous of the conversation . 
Coats and ties are a mist if you plan to visit any of the first class establishments. 
If you plan to visit any of the näght clubs, you may be required during the course of 
the evsning to be served food, So “be prepared for it. Most of the night clubs requir 
a cover charge. The price varies with tho ostablismment. If you arc in doubt, don't 
hesitate to ask. You will find that all Australians are very courteous and enjoy ex- 
planing things to us "Yanks", 


TIPPING 


In Sydney, and Australia gencrally, tioning is not regerded as obligatory. It is 
usual to tip food and wine waiters 10 to 15 ner cant of the bill for good service and 
to tip baggage porters porters at hotels, shipping terminals and railways according 
te the number of luggage pieces, Tipping of porters at tho airmrt is discouraged . 
Hairdressers, shop assistants and taxi-drivers do not expect to be tipped, although , 
= most eee tip the change to the noarest 10 conts of their taxi fare.
